Northern Securities Defeats the Har-
riman Interests.
"Philadelphia, Jan. 3 —The TUnited
States court of appeals for the Third
judiclal district, in an opinlon filed
here today, reverses a declslon of the
New Jersey circuit court, which re-
strained the Northern Securities Com-

Bafty from distributing certain stock nf'
the Northern Pacific Rallroad Com-
pany. The decision is a defeat for t}_ne
Interest represented by E. H. Hawmi:
man.

By & decree of the New Jérsey court,
the Northern Securities Company wal
restrained from  disposing 370,320
ghares of the common stock of the
Northern Pacifi¢ Rallway Company, al-
legad to havé been recelved from E. H.
Harriman ahd Winslow 8. Plerce, and
of 347,098 shares of the common stock
of the Northern Pacific Rallway Com-
pany from the Northern Pacific Com-
pany.

Today's decislon glves the North-
ern Securities Company the right to
dispose of the stock. Harriman and
Plerce when the Northern Becurities
Company had besn declared by the
I'nited States supreme court to be an
illegal combination demanded the re-
turn of the original stock they had

contributed at the time of the organ-
jzation of the combination. The Norta-
rn  Securities Company, M Wil

claimed, Intended to make a pro rala
distribution of the stock of the con-
tributing company. The opinlon was
written by Judge Dallas, After review-
ing the organization of the combina-
tlon and subsequent history, the decis-
lon says:

“Harriman averred that the sharea
of rallway stock In question were ac~
quired by the Becurities Company; that
it held them as custodian, depository,
or trustee, and that the owners of the
said shares were the partles who orig-
inally exchanged the same for stock in
the Northern Securitles Company.

“The Northern BSecurities Company
clalmed that it acquired the stock by
purchase and that it owns the stock
outright.”

More Year.

Portland, Jan. 3,—Present danger of
trouble between the Franklin Associn-
tion and the local Typographical union
i at an end, and the work during 1006
will be done for the same scale of
wagea and at the same number of
hours a day. In 1906 the International
Typographical Union will Insist on an
eight-hour day everywhere In the
United Btates, and in view of that fact

hour day at $10.20 a week The first
demand of the Typographfeal union
was an elght-hour day at $21 a week,
and this was refused, Negotintions
werg Immedlately started to amicably
settle the difforsnce between the asso-
clation and the printers.

4 proposition for a nine-hour day 8%

matter was the decision of the print-
ers to let things remaln as they are,
untll 1906, !
The reason assigned for the nine-
hour day by the assoclation was the
fact that eastern firms were employing
men nine hoyrs and were in keen com-
petition with Portland firms in thelr
own territory. ‘The eastern firms, by
virtue of the nine-hour day, were able
to turn out as much work with a com-
paratively smaller opernting force than
the western firms, and hence could af-
ford to lower their prices.
